FATAL ACCIDENT IN| GOO URU OURO ONG ONRO Oe Se 


- HARVEST FIELD. 


Isaac Vipond, an cld-time resident 
of the district, was the victim of a 
shocking accident whilst working in 
the grain field on his farm near West- 
sott on Friday last. 

It is understood Mr. Vipond had 
two binders running, one operated by 
himself in the lead and the other fol- 
lowing in charge of his hired man 
named Darou. Having been at work 
for some time both stopped to replen- 
ish their twine box. Apparently, the 
hired man had some little trouble with 
his, and leaving his horses standing 
where they were went to get the 
assistance of his employer, and whilst 
the two were discussing the problem, 
the second team from so ‘ause or 
another ran away. Running down the 
field the team passed close to the 
other binder, and both men inade an 
attempt to stop the horses. In the 
effort to do so, Mr. Vipond was 
knocked down, the binder passing) 
completely over Rim, and inflicting 
terrible injuries. When picked up, 
however, he was still conscious, but 
apparently thoroughly realized the 
serious nature of the accident. 

Medical aid was obtained as quickly 
as possible, and everything done to 
alleviate the suffering, but the in- 
juries sustained togther with the 
shock left Mr. Vipond with but a fow 
brief hours ere death intervened, thi: 
taking place on Saturday at one p.m. 

The farm on which the accident 
occurred is on See. 6-31-3, about 12 
miles west and two miles south of 
Didsbury, and was taken up by Mr. 
Vipord upon his arrival here in 1961 
from Ontario, 

In addition to his wife, the decensed 
leaves three daughters and one son. 
One of his daughters, Jessie, it may 
be remembered, died in February of 
this year at the early age of 21 years. 
Of those surviving, two of the daugh- 
ters, Mrs, Kulbeck and Mrs, Ash, are 
residing in Montana, whilst Ada, to- 
gether with her brother Allan, live 
at home, 


The funeral took place «from the 
Presbyterian Church at Westcott on 
Tuesday, the large attendance bein: 
sufficiently indicative of the respect 
and esteem in which deceased was 
held by his neighbors, no less than 
for the sympathy felt for the bereaved 
family. 


Mr. Vipond was just over 61 years 
of age and due to his long residence 
was well known both in town and 
district, his death being keenly re- 
gretted by everyone,

The rates for hail insurance car- 
ried under the municipal plan for 
1927 have now been set by the Hail 
Insurance Board of Alberta, <A state- 
ment by A, H. Tovell, the manager, 
shows the volume of business written 
increased almost 40 per cent, com- 
pared with last year,—1,139,000 acres 
being insured in 1926, and 1,551,000 
in 1927. 

The losses in 1926 amounted to 
$680,000 while the losses for 1927 are 
slightly under $2,500,000, a loss ratio 
of 17 per cent. ; 

There were 10,407 applicants for 
insurance and more than 5,000 of 
these were claimants. 

Mr .Tovell stated that after using 
practically all of the reserve fund 
built up in the last eight years, the 
board still found it necessary to set 
rates in some portions of the prov- 
ince higher than ever before. 


It was announced at the offices of 
the Alberta Wheat Pool on Saturday 
that the pool had now purchased the 
British - America Grain Company’s 
elevator at St. Paul de Metis, This 
now makes 155 elevators at various 
country points owned by the pool. 


Within the last month hundreds of 
motorists on Alberta roads have been 
brought face to face with a safety 
problem which cannot remain ignored 
by. government and municipal auth- 
orities if serious mishaps are to be 
avoided in the future. This problem 
is that of the farm binder being 
transported along rogds at night. 
These implements take up a consider- 
able portion of the roadbed and are 
difficult to see even with the best of 


headlights. Farmers on the whole are 
cautious in the moving of these mach- 
ines along roads in the dark, but the 
problem probably cannot be met ex- 
cept by legislation requiring lights 
to be carried ,not on'y on binders but 
on threshing outfits—Exchange.

Infantile Paralysis in its beginning 
resembles many other contagious dis- 
eases. A child that has been per- 
fectly well becomes restless or drowsy. 
He is irritable and does not want to 
be moved, There may be vomiting 
or diarrhea, but constipation is the 
rule. There may be some headache 
or pains in the muscles. At times, 
a convulsion occurs. ‘The child is fev- 
erish, That is all that appears, and 
yet within 24 to 72 hours, the child 
may not be able to move its arms 
or legs, 


Younger children should have a nap 
after lunch, 

Be sure that the children’s howels 
are regular, 


Fresh air and sunlight are nature's 
best destroyers of germs, Keep win- 
dows open in the bedrooms during the 
night, and air the rooms thoroughly 
during the day, 


Care of the Paralyzed Child 
If your child has had Infantile Par- 
, alysis and is paralyzed, ask your dot- 
tor what can be done to strengthen 
the weakened muscles and nerves. 
Proper care and treatment may pre- 
vent your child from remaining a 
cripple for the rest of his life, Often 
much can be done to bring back his 
health, usefulness and happiness. 


Do not use patent medicines. Buys 
of camphor or asafetida are uscless. 
Beware of the dishonest advertise- 
ments of quacks who are interested in 
your money, but not in your chil- 
dren, 


If Infantile Paralysis Is Near 


If there is an epidemic of Infantile 
Paralysis, keep your children away 
from crowds. Avoid the movies, 
theatres, parties, dances, picnics and 
crowded boats and trains, Keep your | 
children away from homes where 
there is sickness. Infantile Paralysis | 
is spread largely from one person to 
another, 


Do not wait for the paralysis. If 
the child appears to have fever, vom- 
iting and marked restlessness, put him 
to bed and call a doctor promptly. 
No matter how mild the sickness may 
seem, get a doctor's advice. Do this 
to protect your child. While waiting 
for the doctor give the child a dose 
of castor oil, Keep all the other chil- 
dren away until the doctor says there 
is no danger, 

Every case of Infantile Paralysis 
should be reported immediately to the 
Department of Health. Follow the 
advice of your Health Officer who 
is working to protect your home from 
Infantile Paralysis and all other con- 
tagious diseases,
